• Bilingualism means that the government 
is obliged to preserve the Fronch language un¬ 
der constitutional guarantees; 

• It does not mean that the government 
will force Canadians to learn a second language. 

Though pres.s dispatches were unclear w to Par¬ 
liament's immediate reaction lo Mr. Peanon’i at¬ 
tempt to clarity the situation, it would not have been 
aurprising if it were greeted in the Houae !v a stony 
iiilence—for it contained no new thoughta, no sub¬ 
stance to guide the opinions of the general public, 
and made no sufifestiona ol any future deviation from 
the course of action whidi has been followed by the 
nation since its inception in 1867.
